Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of 
the  people  of  the  District,  and  upon  the  work  of  the  Health  Department 
for  the  year  1968.

The  estimated  mid  year  population  for  the  District  was  18,350? 
an  increase  of  1,500  over  the  previous  year.  This  is  the  greatest 
annual  increase  that  Eugeley  has  had.  Ten  years  ago,  Rugeley's 
population  was  11,410.  Since  then,  a  movement  of  young  people  into 
the  District,  coupled  with  a  strikingly  high  birth  rate,  has  resulted 
in  additions  which  have  nearly  doubled  the  population  in  little  over 
a  decade. 

The  upward  trend  of  Rugeley's  population  is  depicted  in  graphic 
form  on  page  7  which  shows  the  striking  acceleration  in  growth  which 
is  taking  place. 

There  were  527  live  births  in  1968,  giving  an  actual  live  birth 
rate  of  28.7  (National  rate  16.0).  This  high  birth  rate  persists,  year 
after  year.  Even  when  adjusted  by  the  comparability  factor,  which  takes 
account  of  the  age  and  sex  structure  of  our  youthful  community,  the 
comparative  birth  rate  is,  at  27*55  still  over  6($  above  the  National 
average. 

The  still  birth  rate  (9*00)  was  well  below  the  National  figure 
(14.0)  and  below  the  Rugeley  figure  for  the  preceding  year  (12.12).  Ten 
years  ago  (1958)  this  f igure  (at  25*36)  was  nearly  three  times  the 
present  rate.  This  year's  figure  is  very  good  indeed,  and  reflects 
credit  on  the  maternity  services. 

The  infant  mortality  rate,  at  18.99,  was  marginally  above  the 
National  average  of  18.0  per  thousand  live  births.  The  causes  v/ere 
prematurity  (4) ,  respiratory  disease  (3)  and  congenital  heart  disease 
(3)* 


There  were  no  maternal  deaths  for  the  13th  year  in  succession. 

Maternal  care  gets  better  year  by  year.  There  is  acceptance  now  of  the 
need  to  admit  to  specialist  obstetric  units,  all  cases  which  are  in  any 
way  not  normal.  Possible  troubles  are  anticipated  by  antenatal  care, 
and  appropriate  arrangements  to  deal  with  them,  are  made  beforehand. 


There  were  128  deaths  in  the  District  during  the  year,  giving  an 
actual  death  rate  of  7*0  which  is  much  the  same  as  in  the  preceding  year 
(7*5)*  Rugeley's  'correction  factor'  is  substantial  at  1*53,  and  when 
this  is  applied  the  comparative  rate  (not  actual)  is  10.71.  The  National 
rate  for  1968,  is  11.9. 

Most  of  the  deaths  were  at  advanced  ages.  The  prevalent  longevity, 
which  these  statistics  reveal,  brings  new  and  increasing  problems  in  the 
care  of  the  greater  numbers  of  aged  persons  in  the  population.  The  Council 
is  mindful  of  the  housing  needs  of  those  disabled  by  age,  by  infirmity  and 
by  illness,  and  no  effort  is  spared  to  use  accommodation  to  the  best 
advantage. 
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The  great  majority  of  the  deaths  were  from  the  inevitable 
conditions  of  degeneration  of  the  cardiavascular  system  and  from 
cancer.  Other  causes  were  numerically  fax  less  important,  being 
represented  by  only  a  few  cases  each. 

Treatment  makes  little  impression  upon  cancer  figures  which 
remain  much  the  same  from  year  to  year,  and  prevention,  which  lies 
so  much  in  the  hands  of  the  individual,  is  largely  ignored.  Indeed 
the  cancer  rate  for  Rugeley  per  thousand  of  the  population,  is  exactly 
the  same  as  the  average  for  the  previous  ten  years,  namely  1.30  per 
1,000  population,  (l 8.7%  of  deaths  from  all  causes). 

Bronchitis  accounted  for  14%  deaths,  and  was  thus  third  in 
frequency  of  causes  of  death. 

There  was  very  little  infectious  disease  during  the  year. 

Control  of  infectious  diseases  is  perhaps  one  of  man's  greatest 
triumphs,  and  its  effectiveness  is  now  so  great  that  the  incidence 
of  such  disease  has  dwindled  almost  to  vanishing  point. 

There  were  61  notifications  of  measles  during  the  year,  to 
be  compared  with  an  average  of  160  in  the  previous  three  years.  If 
immunisation  against  this  disease  is  widely  accepted,  it  will  no 
doubt  become  as  rare  as  diptheria  and  poliomyelitis  are  already. 

There  were  six  cases  of  dysentery.  They  occurred  as  sporadic 
cases  in  different  parts  of  the  District. 

There  were  no  cases  of  diptheria,  and  no  cases  of  poliomyelitis. 

The  number  of  cases  of  tuberculosis  on  the  Register  at  the  end 
of  1968,  was  43,  the  same  figure  as  that • for  the  end  of  the  preceding 
year.  One  new  case  was  notified,  and  added  to  the  Register,  and  one 
existing  case  was  cured  and  removed  from  the  Register.  One  case 
was  tranf erred  into  the  District  and  this  increase  was  cancelled  out 
by  another  case  moving  cut  of  the  District. 

Routine  checks  on  water  supplies  and  upon  food  stuffs  were 
carried  cut  throughout  the  year.  Laboratory  reports  on  water  were 
uniformally  satisfactory,  and  those  on  foods  showed  only  minor 
deviations  from  the  required  standards. 

During  the  year,  the  Council  built  66  units  of  accommodation* 

301  houses  and  bungalows  were  erected  privately. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  record  here  once  more  my  appreciation  of 
the  co-operation  of  colleagues,  and  to  thank  the  Members  of  the  Committed 
for  their  interest  and  support.

The  work  of  dealing  with  infestations  has  been  carried  out  throughout 
the  year  under  my  supervision. 

During  the  year  the  part  time  Rodent  Operative  was  on  duty  483 
hours.  Of  this  65  hours  were  spent  on  treating  the  Council's  property 
such  as  sewage  works,  refuse  tips  etc.,  316  hours  were  spent  at  private 
houses,  canal  banks,  hedge  rows  etc.,  and  the  remaining  102  hours  were 
spent  on  either  rechargeable  work  at  business  premises,  or  the  general 
inspection  of  business  premises. 

SCHOOLS 

In  Rugeley  Town  and  Brereton  the  sanitary  conveniences  are  on 
the  water  carriage  system.  The  Slitting  Mill  Schools  have  chemical  closets 
and  sink  waste  is  drained  to  a  cesspool.
